. HOUSE end FURNITURE for 
BUONAPARTE, 

Many of our Readers will, perhaps, he 
amused by the following further particulars 
of the house and furniture for Buonaparte := 

We havé already stated, that the frame. 
work for the house is nearly complete at 
Woolwich. She front is in the pure simplie 
city of the Grecian style. Ht is about 120 
fect in length, containing fourteen windows, 
anda fine open cortidore. ‘The depth of the 
building is about 100 feet, witha back car. 
ridore, almest making the whole structure 
Square.=—lt is twe stories high, aud” will 
have an elegant cettage appearance. The 
ground floor of the right division of the house 
contains Buonaparte’s apartments. In the 
centre of this wing is his drawing.reom, which’ 
as well as the other apartments for his ac- 
eommgdatien, is spacious, being about 30 
foet in length, by a breadthof 20, This pro. 
pertion runs through the whole. Next is his 
diving.room, with an adjoining library, bee 
hind which is a capacious billiard.room. Ilis 
bed-room, dressing-room, and bath, are of 
course connected. The Icft division of the 
edifice contains spacious and well suited aparte 
ments for the ofcers of his sait. The rear 
comprises the servant’s and store.rooms. The 
kitchen ís somewhat curiousty constructed, 
being detached from the regular building, 
and yet profeetly convenient to the dining. 
roum, without communicating any offensive 
fumes to the principal range of rooms. This 
is an improvement of ne small value ina sul- 
try climate, The hallis pliin, and merely 
farsished wiek seats. The corridore wilt fur= 
uisha cool and shaded promenade. 

The deawing.room is colured with various 
shadss of green. The curtains are Pomona 
greeh mide of light silk taborct, bordered 
with fail green velvet, and ertged with a gold 
Coloured sijken twist vr gimp, to correspond, 
The green silk formsa fine ground for the 
hordermzand the style in flling up the up. 
holdstery is new, chaste, and siùple5 
curttin.vings are concraled uadera matted 
gold ceruice, enclesing the rod on which they 
run.

ESCAPE OF LAVALETTE. 


Lavalstte escaped frora prison the night 

before orders were expected for his execue 
tion, He mate kìs escape from tic Con- 
ciergerie on _ Wednesday uight, and, 
though (he París Papers of the next day 
make no mention of it, we are enableil, 
from our Private Correspondents (says an 
Bvening Paper), to communicate the 
following fall „details: 
_ Paris, Dee, 20.—lt has been generally 
believed, for some days past, that the 
severity of-(he law would, by royal pre- 
rogative, be mitigated in favour of M. 
Lavalette * but the following circuusstance 
will shew there was little foundation for 
siich belief t— Madame Luavalette presente 
cd herself at the ‘Fhuilleries on Monday 
last, accompanied by the Duc de Ragusa, 
through whose protection she got intro= 
duced into the Salle de Marechaux, wliere 
she waited the arrival of the King. Ii 
mediately on the appearance of his Majcs- 
ty, Madame Lavalette threw herself at his 
feet, imploring the royal clemency Îa 
favour of her husband, The King, with 
all that grace and dignity peculiar to him, 
repliesl—‘Je suis bien. fache, Madumne, 
que na clemence ne puisse pas's accorder 
acec mon dezvoir*’. His Majesty hal no 
sooner ceased speaking, (han tre Salle 
resounded with (lie unaninous cry ot Vive 
le Roi! 

{t is necessary FT should mention one 
circumstauce which, Luuaderstand, called 
forth the marked disapprobatien of his 
Majosty, namely, the conduct of the Dac 
de Ragusa, who, for the purpose of 
introducing Madame Lavalette into the 
Salle ‘des Marechuur, forced the con- 
signe.

Panis, Dec. 12, After having stated to 
you in my letter of yestertay, the answer 
of the King to Madame Lavaleite, who 
had invoked the Royal clementy ín favour 
of her husband, L expected to have ane 
nounced to ycu te-day, that the sentence 
of the law with respect to him had been 
carried into exeention, instead of which 
Fhaveto inform you, that he made his 
escape from prison yesterday evening. 
This he effected by bribing the gaoler, 
who hastaken flight with hin. Itis said 
there is a subterrancous passage under the 
Conciergerie (the prison in which La- 
valette was confined,} by which his evasion 
was greatly facilitated, The Minister of 
Justice wasto have ordered the execution 
of Lavalette on Monday evening. 

It was supposed that Lavalctte had 
taken the road to St. Quintin after he had 
quitted Paris,as the gers d'armes were 
at Louvre six leagues from Paris at three 
o'clock this morning in pursuit of him. 
The Minister of Police was apprized of 
his escape a few hours after he had quitted 
his prison, which was supposed to be be- 
tween six and seven o'clock yesterday 
evening.

She has been accustomel to be carried in 
this vehicle into the prieon, when it ie 
constantly deposited in the passage of 
the under turnkey’s room: thence passing 
through a door, the yard and corridor 
lead to the prisoner’s apartments, At four 
yesterday atternoon Madame de Lavalette 
atiived as usual with a bonnet a la Fran- 
Caise and a large veil, accompanied b 
daughter, a young lady IL 
years old. She was assisted úp stairs 
and dined with her husband. About 
half past five M. de Lavalctte arrayed in 
in ber clotlres, taking his daughter by the 
&rm, aud supported by one of the turukeys, 
slowly descended to the chair. No ane
